Action line \ 


Does the federal minimum wage law 


cover persons who are employed as hotel 
and motel housekeepers, porters, cooks, 
busboys, waiters and waitresses? Does the 
minimum wage law state than an em- 
ployers must employ a specific number of 
such personnel before the minimum wage 
law applies? 


According to the Dallas office of the 


Wage & Hour division of the Department of 
Labor, the minimum wage law applies to 
all employes you mention whether an 
employer hires one or a hundred people to 
do those jobs. 


Currently, that minimum wage is $2.20 


an hour. It will increase January 1st to 
$2.30 an hour. 


You didn't say so, but if you have a 


complaint you can register it with the 
Wage & Hour people in Dallas. The 
telephone number is 749-3324. 


I seem to remember that a few years ago 


the City needed another garbage truck. In 
order to pay for it, the Commission raised 
the garbage fee with the intention of 
lowering the fee when the extra fee 
brought in enough to pay for the truck. 
Would you please ask the Commission if 
this was the case and how much longer it 
will take to pay for the truck? 


The sanitation fee increase you mention 


was authorized by city commissioners on 
July 1,1971. The increase, as you note, was 
used to pay for new equipment. 


The fee was reduced again, after the 


equipment was paid for, on July 1, 1972, 
according to Mayor Sue 'Youngblood. 


A similar increase was also passed on 


July 1,1972 to finance additional mosquito 
control. That increase was removed on 
October 1, 1972. 


I am extremely interested in knowing 


what the rules are concerning the use of 
pesticides in public eating places in 
Corsicana. Much to my dismay, while my 
son and I were dining in a local restaurant 
an exterminator came inside and began to 
spray pesticides. Not only was our food 
already served, but there was other food 
out on the counter, glasses of water lined 
up and open to contamination, etc. I was 
very upset to see that no precautions were 
used for the safety of the public. 


The Environmental Protection Agency, 


the 
agency 
charged 
with 
labeling 


pesticides for use in specific situations, 
has grouped all commercial 
pesticide 


contents 
into 
eight 
categories. 
The 


classification of each poison determines 
where and under what conditions that 
poison may be used. The Structural Pest 
Control Board in Austin uses 
these 


groupings as its regulations. 


No poison in any of the eight categories 


may be used where there is exposed food, 
cooking and serving utensils, or dishes. To 
do so is a violation of the law. 


Even the poisons labeled for use in 


cracks and crevices only may not be used 
where there are exposed foods, according 
to the EPA regulations. 


The exterminator is responsible for 


knowing this and legally liable 
for 


violating the regulation. The city health 
department suggests that if you see an 
exterminator in violation of these rules, 
you get his pest control license number off 
his truck and report him at once. The law 
requires that this number be painted on his 
truck, but if there is no such number, get 
the license number of the truck and report 
that. 


The Structural Pest Control people in 


Austin, incidentally, were as concerned as 
you about the use of pesticides around 
exposed foods, a practice they said "could 
easily be dangerous." 


You can register such complaints with 


the city health department, 874-6731, and 
the control board's area representative, 
Fred Menton, who works out of Ennis. His 
telephone number is 875-2093. 


Can an individual sell his personal guns 


through a classified ad in a newspaper 
such as The Daily Sun? 


There is nothing in the federal firearms 


laws to prohibit an individual from selling 
his guns through a classified ad, according 
to the Treasury Department's Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco, and Firearms. 


"There is no provision which prohibits 


an individual from selling his firearms in 
this way," Ray Taylor, an ATE agent said. 
"However, if he is actually engaged in the 
business of selling firearms, he must be 
licensed by the federal government and 
complete the necessary forms with each 
sale." 


No license is required if a person is 


simply selling his personal 
weapons, 


Taylor said.

The number of city employes living outside the Corsicana 


city limits has dropped by 30 per cent since this time last 
year, according to City Manager Dick Ballenger. 


Ballenger says he feels a six month prior residency 


requirement for all city employes is "impractical" in many 
instances, but, he adds, that he is currently enforcing a 
residency requirement of his own as a matter of "ad- 
ministrative policy." 


The six month residency requirement is currently a 


provision in the city charter. It states that everyone but the 
city engineer must be a resident of Corsicana for six months 
before being eligible for city employment. 


A proposed charter amendment would eliminate this 


requirement and give Ballenger and the city commission the 
authority he is now exercising. 


A CHECK of the city payroll through Tuesday shows 39 


employes living outside the city limits, 183 living within 
Corsicana and another five living outside the city limits who 
work at the Navarro Mills water treatment facility. 


The current rate of 81 per cent of the employes living inside 


Corsicana is most pleasing to Ballenger, who instituted the 
present policy in Austin of last year upon discovering that 
"about 50 per cent of the employes lived outside the city 
limits." 


The current figures are even more favorable, according to 


Ballenger, because "all but a handful" of the employes living 
outside Corsicana live "within a stone's throw" of Corsicana. 


He says this is particularly true in the fire and police 


departments where 13 of the 61 employes live outside the city 
limits. Furthermore, he reports, one of these 13 employes has 
resigned. 


BALLENGER SAYS the city has improved its percentage 


of aMwme workers through the use of his year-old hiring 
policy and that he has only told one employe that his "job 
would be more secure" if he moved back to town. 


Other employes have moved back to town, Ballenger 


reports, adding that still others are looking for places to live 
in Corsicana. Still, he doesn't anticipate any requirement to 
make employes move back to town. 


Ballenger explains that the charter's residency 


requirement "was not being followed when I came here," 
adding that court rulings during the early 1960's made such 
hiring policies appear to be unconstitutional. 


But he points out that a recent court ruling seems to have 


reversed that earlier decision. 


UNDER HIS PRESENT administrative policy, Ballenger 


says Corsicanans are given preferential treatment when 
applying for jobs, "everything else being equal." 


Furthermore, except for persons hired for the water 


treatment plant, Ballenger says new employes living outside 
the city limits are hired with the understanding that they are 


e"i:f;ctiHl to MOV? to to\vn as soon a:; possible. 


BallenRer says that !he hiring preference policy in 


"tempered with judgment" at. times because of c!.r- 
emristances and qualifications. 


He says (hat the city is "so controlled by state and federal 


regulations" regarding water and sewage treatment that he 
often has to hire out-of-town people to meet certification 
requirements. 


THESE PEOPLE are then encouraged to live within the 


city or near the treatment plants, Ballenger says. 


Deviating from his own policy from time to time, Ballenger 


says the six-month prior residency requirement in the 
charter is "utterly impractical." 


As an example of this, Ballenger reports that the city had a 


back-hoe operator who moved out of town to take another job. 
He later moved back to town and was subsequently rehired 
when another back-hoe position became available. 


"A six month residency requirement would have knocked 


him out of a job and knocked the city out of a good employe," 
the city manager says. 


In addition to the 13 classified employes living outside the 


city limits, the city has seven people with the sewage 
treatment plants who live out of town. 


The remaining non-residents are scattered throughout 


various departments. 


Board, Huffstutler 
agree on most except bond issue

(EDITOR'S NOTE: This is 


the final story in a series on 
long-range school needs of the 
Corsicana schools as seen by an 
outside expert.) 


Although they don't endorse 


the financial recommendations, 
most Corsicana school trustees 
and 
administrators 
are 


generally 
pleased 
with the 


Huffstutler report on long-range 
needs of local schools. 


Last 
January 
the 
board 


commissioned the $2,800 study 
in an effort to isolate 
and 


identify future needs of the 
district. While the study was 
underway, 
the 
school 
ad- 


ministration changed hands, a 
school board election was held 
that placed one new member on 
the board, and the middle 
schools were reorganized. 


Even with those 
changes, 


which brought new people and 
different situations into play, 
the board members contacted 
said they feit the study is what 
they sought. 


BOARD PRESIDENT Maco 


Stewart said the study "is 
exactly what we were seeking, 
an outside evaluation of our 
needs and some suggestions as 
to how to meet them." 


"If we had all the money we 


needed, this would be a very 
fine way to go," he noted. "I 
think there are some good 
recommendations in the study. 
Our approach now will be to 
pick out the parts of the study 
that we can do and precede with 
that. 


"We'd be foolish if we didn't 


try to look ahead, and Dr. 
Huffstutler made some very 
good points for us to consider 
here," he added. 


Supt. Mark Culwell, who was 


directly 
involved 
with 
Dr. 


Huffstutler in preparing the 
study, also agreed that there 
were 
some 
good 
recom- 


mendations in the report. But, 
he cautioned, the study was not 
intended to be a complete in- 
depth look at the district. 


"I DON'T THINK we can call 


this an in-depth look at the 
system, because that would 
have required much more time 
and 
much 
more 
first-hand 


observation that simple isn't 
possible with a $2,800 study," 
Culwell said. "There are some 
inaccuracies, not a big deal, but 
they point out a lack of depth 
here." 


(One of the inaccuaracies in 


the study found its way into this 
series, 
incidentally. 
In 


discussing the $4 million bond 
proposal, Dr. Huffstutler stated 
that, to the owner of a $20,000 
home, this would mean an in- 
crease of about $82 a year in 
school taxes. This is incorrect. 
The increase would be about $40 
a year.) 


"I don't mean to imply that 


the study isn't good or isn't 
useful," 
Culwell 
continued, 


"because it does point out some 
things we need to be doing, such 
as getting away from running 
the system from one year to the 
next. We certainly need to do 
some 
short 
and 
long-range 


planning for ourselves, as the 
study suggests." 


CULWELL SAID he 
also 


agreed "philosophically" with 
Dr. 
Huffstutler 
in 
his 


suggestions regarding many 
areas of district needs. But, he

said, they disagree on the best 
ways to meet those needs. 


"Most of our needs are the 


same needs that schools have 
always had," he noted. "The 
kids need a good classroom 
atmosphere, they need to feel 
secure, 
they 
need 
to 
be 


disciplined, to be motivated and 
to be encouraged. 


"But," Culwell continued, "I 


do not think that dollars and 
buildings are the panacea to 
meet these very real needs. You 
can have the best buildings that 
can be had, you can have the 
best materials, and all the 
money you need, but that 
doesn't guarantee a good school 
system. 


"I still believe that the key to 


a good school is the good 
teacher. You put a good teacher 
in that classroom, and he or she 
will 
individualize 
the 
in- 


struction to meet the needs of 
each student, and that teacher 
will discipline the students and 
motivate them to learn." 


THE QUALIFICATIONS and 


quality of instructional 
staff 


was not mentioned in detail in 
the Huffstutler report, which 
centered mostly on building and 
program needs and staff size for 
the future. 


"Quality is the key, not the 


number of buildings or the 
number of people on the staff," 
Culwell emphasized. 


Culwell further 
questioned 


Huffstutler's 
recommendation 


to rennovate the older buildings 
in the district, especially those 
built in the late 1920's. 


"To clean these buildings up 


and paint them is one thing," he 
said, "But to spend $4 million to 
completely rennovate them is 
much different. I would want a 
complete 
structural 
study 


before we undertook anything 
like that to make sure that was 
the best way to go. 


"PERSONALLY, 
I 
don't 


think we need a $4 million bond 
election and I don't think we 
need the staff arrangement that 
the study recommends." 


There were recommendations 


in the report that Culwell also 
endorsed, such as developing 
long-range plans. There were 
others he didn't agree with, 
such as those mentioned above, 
even though the superintendent 
recognizes the future need of 
more classroom space. 


"Before we even consider any 


size bond issue, we need first to 
change our image," he said. 
"We need to show the people 
that we make the most of what 
we've got before we ask for 
more. 


ONCE WE'VE SHOWN the 


folks that we've done the best 
with what we have, then we can 
show them what we've got to 
have and ask for their support. 
I'd be the first to admit that we 
haven't always done the best 
with what we've got, but we are 
certainly 
striving 
in 
that 


direction now, and will continue 
to do so." 


Other board members also 


reacted to the study and were 
unanimous in rejecting 
any 


bond proposal. Dr. James Price 
said he found some of the 
suggestions usable now, and 
others that can't be used at 
present. 


"I THINK THE REPORT 


WAS very good," he noted. "A 
lot of the recommendations will 
serve as a good guide for us, 
certainly during the next five to 
10 years. It gives us an outside 
assessment to use as a basis for 
comparison." 


"I certainly don't agree with 


the 
bond 
issue 
recom- 


mendation, I don't think we as a 
board can ask the taxpayer for 
much more than he's already 
paying right now," Dr. James 
Curington said. "I do think that 
the study contained some good 
recommendations and I think it 
is what we were seeking - an 
outside opinion as to our long 
range needs." 


Member Mrs. Doris Gillen 


also noted that the report 
contained 
some 
good 


suggestions, while echoeing Dr. 
Curington's feelings on the bond 
issue. 


"I think we got the best 


consultant 
we 
could 
have 


gotten, and I think he did a 
thorough job," she said. "He 
offered 
us 
some 
good 


suggestions that I feel the board 
will study further."

were already being considered 
prior to the study, also felt the 
board got what it asked for. 


"In looking at this report, I 


see some good suggestions," he 
commented. "I think we need to 
plan, both for the short and long 
term.

mendations were a bit ex- 
travagant, and I don't think a 
tax increase is now justifiable. 
But the educational portions are 
generally good, and I think we 
will profit from the study." 


Bill Harrison, who came onto 


the board after the study was 
commissioned, said he felt it 
was money and time well spent. 


"I think the study points up 


the need for some long range 
planning and some thinking 
ahead," Harrison said. "I think 
the suggestion of a 10-year 
master plan is good.

Council Monday night approved 
on second reading an ordinance 
to increase the tax rate for the 
1976-77 fiscal year to $1.28 per 
$100 evaluation at 75 per cent of 
the appraised value.

He 
said that in the past the police 
department has not directly 
contacted 
the 
sheriff's 


department or the highway 
patrol office. 


He said that normally a 


report of a stolen vehicle was 
also entered 
on the state 


computer. 


Hightower 
said 
he 
has 


directed his officers to report 
any major crime directly to the 
sheriff's department and high- 
way patrol office in the future. 


"WE TRY to work together as 


much as we can," Police Chief 
Don Massey said. He said that if 
it was not put on the computer it 
was a mistake. "I guess you can 
goof up every now and then." 


Navarro County Sheriff Jerry 


Shelton said when a car theft or 
major crime is reported to his 
office it is put out on the radio. A 
car theft is also entered on the 
computer. 


Shelton said that every officer 


will not know about a stolen 
vehicle report if they were not 
listening to a radio at the time 
the report came out.

A friend asked me to discuss 


the Humphrey-Hawkins Bill, 
also 
called 
the 
Full 


Employment 
and 
Balanced 


Growth Act of 1976. In a weak 
moment I promised to do so, 
although at the moment I didn't 
know anything about it. I still 
don't know too much about it 
because the act didn't provide 
too many specifics. Therein lies 
its major weakness, because 
when Congress provides the 
specifics later, the results can 
be disastrous. 


In a nutshell, the act proposes 


to establish a process of long- 
range economic planning to 
achieve a "full employment 
goal consistent with a rate of 
unemployment not in excess of 3 
per cent of the adult Americans 
in the civilian labor force, to be 
attained within not more than 
four years after enactment." 


IT DIDN'T quite say exactly 


how this goal would be attained 
except 
to 
use 
the 
terms 


"standby job corps", "public 
service jobs", and "standby 
public works programs." I do 
wish they hadn't used the ex- 
tression "standby", 
because 


while 
it 
has 
a 
different 


meaning, I can still see those 
WPA workers in the Thirties 
"standing by" on their hoe 
handles like I used to do in the 
cotton patch resting 
for a 


moment. 


What 
is 
the 
problem? 


Unemployment, of course. Now 
the Democrats like to point out 
the unemployment rate of 7.8 
per cent or 7.4 million people, 


while the Republicans prefer to 
dwell on the fact that 87.9 
million Americans are now at 
work, more than ever before. 
While one "views with alarm," 
the other points with pride. The 
fact is that to the unemployed 
person, it doesn't put food on his 
table to brag about how many 
others have jobs. 


DEMOCRATS 
HAVE 
en- 


dorsed the Humphrey-Hawkins 
Bill in full, although 65 fresh- 
men Democratic Congressmen 
have said to keep it on the shelf 
until after the elections. The 
Republicans have also gone all 
6ut, but in opposition to it. What 
have they 
offered 
instead? 


Their platform said to "oppose 
massive, 
federally 
funded 


public employment programs, 
such as the Humphrey-Hawkins 
Bill... that will cost billions." 
Instead 
they 
say, 
"Help 


business to expand to provide 
more jobs." Notice the good old 
Republican words, "Help busi- 
ness." They recall Coolidge's 
words, 
"The 
business 
of 


America is business." You must 
notice, 
however, that they 


didn't provide details either, as 
to how the government would 
help business to expand or tell 
us how much that would cost. 


So there you have the dif- 


ference in brief: the Democrats 
would help people and hang the 
expense, while the Republicans 
would help business and hang 
the expense. Both plans will 
cost a bundle, The Republicans 
say that the Democratic plan 
will mean big government will 


trample 
on us, 
while 
the 


Democrats 
say 
that 
the 


Republican plan means big 
business will trample on us. 
Both are right up to a point. 


THE BIGGEST 
argument 


that you will hear against the 
Humphrey-Hawkins Bill is that 
it will mean massive govern- 
ment economic planning, and 
that is supposed to be bad for us. 


Here I will stick my neck out: 


I am not afraid of government 
planning. That has a better 
chance of including us in the 
benefits than if business alone 
does the planning. We learned 
that lesson from the originals, 
like Andrew Carnegie, John D. 
Rockefeller, and J.P. Morgan. 
They didn't even cut their own 
laborers in on the benefits. In 
one year Carnegie earned $23 
million on labor for which he 
paid about $1-1.50 a day for long 
hours in unsafe plants. What I 
am 
afraid of is economic 


planning in which represen- 
tatives of the people have no 
part. If they don't, they will be 
left out of the benefits. 


Without details, I am not keen 


on the Humphrey-Hawkins Bill, 
but neither am I enthusiastic 
about 
the 
Republican 


suggestions to "help business," 
"accelerated 
depreciation," 


and "tax policies," meaning tax 
incentives for business, 
"to 


insure job-producing expansion 
of our economy," although with 
no more details than Hum- 
phrey-Hawkins. So bring on the 
details of both plans, and we can 
all react better. 


THE COMMISSION retained 


its right to change, drop or add 
any amendments to the list of 
proposals. 


In other action, the com- 


mission passed on final reading 
the city's new cat ordinance. 
The new ordinance provides a 
$2.50 redemption fee on stray 
cats taken to the city animal 
shelter plus $1 a day to pay the 
city for keeping the animals. 


Also, the commission bought 


some land to aid the drainage 
problem; approved two sets of 
appointments and approved the 
only zoning change brought 
before it. 


The commission voted to 


spend $3,500 for small lot on 
Forest Lane owned by Clarence 
Crowson. This lot, near the 
Forest Lane bridge, will be used 
as a drainage easement. 


CITY

Ballenger says this easement 
will give the city enough room 
to widen the channel and give it 


a flatter bottom, thereby get- 
ting the water out of the area 
faster.

Corsicana is in good shape 


financially and, because of this, 
should get an equally good price 
for the general improvements 
bonds scheduled for sale Oct. 5. 


This is the word brought to the 


city commission Tuesday af- 
ternoon by Curtis Adrian, vice 
president of First Southwest 
Co., which handles the sale of 
city bonds. 


Adrian praised the city ad- 


ministration for its "excellent 
job" of handling city finances, 
saying that the city leadership 
hid displayed the ability to 
Cndnge with changing times, 
modifying 
its operation as 


needed. 


At the Oct. 5 sale, Corsicana 


will accept bids on $500,000 in 
general obligation bonds, the 
last city bonds still unsold. Half 
of these bonds were voted on in 
1966 and half of them were 
approved by the voters in 1972. 


ALL BONDS are for street 


improvements. 


Adrian detailed a number of

debts is only 6.21 per cent. He 
said that this figure is usually 
between 15 and 20 per cent. 


ADRIAN 
PAINTED 
the 


bright financial picture for the 
commission, and assured them 
that if the fiscal outlook wasn't 
favorable he would have been 
obligated to tell them that, also. 


Continuing with his presen- 


tation, Adrian also noted that 
the city's low tax rate, high 
sales tax collection and fairly 
equal distribution of the city tax 
base were pluses toward getting 
the best possible price for the 
bonds. 


Acting 
on 
Adrian's 


suggestion, 
the 
commission 


authorized him to have Stan- 
dard and Poors and Moody's 
Investors Service rate the city 
bonds. He explained that the 
rating fee (about $1,200) is 
negligible when compared to 
the $65,000-$70,000 extra rated 
bonds bring on the marker.

original proposal because it still 
hasn't been determined if the 
job will be full-time or part- 
time. 


BALLENGER said that by 


keeping the amount at $600 
monthly, the city could pay for a 
full-time employe if needed or 
pay less than the full amount for 
a part-time worker. 


Ballenger said that the city 


needs some input from the 
Civil Service Commission on 
just what the director's job will 
entail. 


The Civil Service Commission 


hires the director, but the city 
provides 
office 
space 
and 


whatever salary it chooses. 


As the commission 
again 


began discussion of just how 
much work should be involved 
in the directorship, Mayor Sue 
Youngblood remarked that "It 
was a night-and-day job for a 
while. They sure were heck on 
that Xerox machine. I've never 


seen anything like it. I had to 
get another office just to put 
that stuff in." 


WHILE THE budget stayed 


the same for the Civil Service 
director, Ballenger did offer a 
change in the way his own 
salary was presented. 


Ballenger said he thinks it 


would "be in the best interest of 
the city" if he received all of his 
pay increase as salary. He had 
originally projected 
$100 in 


expenses plus $18,720 in salary. 
Now the city manager will 
receive a straight salary of 
$19,920.

budget 


because it includes increases in 
garbage 
rates, was absent 


Tuesday and the budget passed 
by a 4-0 vote.

(S.J.R. 49) 


Repealing Sections 49-d 


and 49-d-l of Article III 
of the Texas Constitution, 
S.J.R. 49 amends Section 
49-c of Article III of the 
Texas Constitution to pro- 
vide for and authorize an 
additional $400 million in 
Texas water development 
bonds that may be issued 
on approval of two-thirds 
of the members of each 
house of the Legislature 
for such water develop- 
ment 
purposes 
as 
the 


Legislature may prescribe. 


The 
amendment con- 


tains a specific prohibition 
against the use of state 
funds for the development 
of water resources from the 
Mississippi River and also 
requires that before any 
single water development 
project may be undertaken 
requiring the expenditure 
of more than $35 million 
in bond proceeds, it must 
be approved by resolution 
of the Legislature. 


The 
amendment re- 


moves the constitutional 
requirement that certain 
revenues must be used to 
retire water development 
and water quality enhance- 
ment bonds and removes 
the constitutional interest 
rate limit on such bonds. 


The wording of the pro- 


posed amendment as it will 
appear on the ballot is as 
follows: 


"The c o n s t i t u t i o n a l 
amendment authorizing 
an increase of $400 mil- 
lion in the amount of 
Texas Water Develop- 
ment Bonds that may be 
issued on approval of 
two-thirds of the legis- 
lature; amending and 
consolidating provisions 
of Sections 49-c, 49-d 
and 49-d-l of Article III 
of the Texas Constitu- 
tion; and repealing Sec- 
tions 49-d and 49-d-l of 
Article III of the Texas 
Constitution."
